FNOUGH CONSIDERING THE SFasoNn 


Branpon Hiris, Oet. 14 At present 
the blue Hilir of Brandon look splendid 
in their autumn dress, Indian sunimer 
with all its sombre splendor, is upon us. 
What land can boast of a more lovely aut- 
umn than the prairie province
